About twenty years ago I became fascinated with the 
changeover period when electrical recording arrived at the 
Edison studios. I was able with success to establish the 
first electrical recording in each of the Edison series. 
The research has remained unchallenged and was used in 
assigning the information in my Edison numerical listing* 
Since then I have been able to obtain electrostatic copies 
of all of the surviving weekly transmittal sheets of the 
New York Recording Studios and with information gleaned 
from other sources it is possible with some certainty to 
reconstruct the changeover. Where I am certain I have 
indicated Acoustic or Electrical, where I am not I have 
placed a quest ionmark after my assignment. At the beginning

The other three labels were all produced around the same time .during 1926-27 ; Cjarite re cords 

claim to be a product of the Clarite Record Coy, and state Made iplIS.A.jm«wlatofe. The 

trade mark was registered In Sydney on Sept. 7, 1926 by James Charles Miles but the exact 

outlet through which these records were sold is still unknown. 

The mysterious outlet was somewhere in Sydney as Clarite discs are not found elsewhere in 

Australia, Clariie issues were in an 800 series wjth the highest issue known being 840. The 

catalogue seems to consist almost entirely of dance bands from the Plaza stab e (including 

several items by Joe Candulfo) all issued under various pseudonyms. The last few 

issues are of standard repertoire material including the only N.Y.R.L. and Emerson masters to 

appear on these labels (having previously appeared on Regal or in the Banner 2000 senes). 

Bon Marche records state on the labels "Made in America for Payne's Bon Marche, Bourje St., 
Melbourne" and were sold only from that outlet as the label further states The sole distributors for 
Australia." They have a 1000 catalogue series with highest Known issue being 1036. Again there 
are no voca! items. AI! issues use the same artist credits as the equivalent Plaza issues including 
two items of great jazz interest - 1013 by the Dixie Washboard Band (a Clarence WiHIams group} 
and 1034 by Joe Jordan's Ten Sharps & Rats. There was also a later (1 928) Bon Marche !abel in 
a 100 series - wilh a known range of 103-259 - produced in Britain by Crystal ate (the 
manufacturer of the British Imperial label) for the same outlet. This label also included some 
PJaza material drawn from the imperial catalogue. 

Finally the Dahlmont label was produced for the Myer Emporium Ltd. which the label claims to be 
the "sole distributors for Australasia". The term Australasia is usually defined as including 
Australia New Zealand and the neighbouring islands of the South Pacific but so far as is known 
"ahimont records were sold only in the Myers store in Melbourne! The label gives no place of 
■ manufacture but the general appearance of Dahlmont records is very similar to those m the Bon 
Marche 1000 series. Hven the Dahlmont catalogue duplicates many items also issued on Bon 
Marche except that Dahlmont includes some vocal items. All issues are under pseudonym and 
are in a 100 series with the highest issue being 129, 

With such limited distribution all these labels are extremely rare today. Only Beeda seems to have 
had some advertising in the press of the time. After 30 years research by focal collectors we stril 
don't know details for all issues on these labels. So there is still the possibility there are other 
alternate takes or titles not issued in the U.S. At any rate it is certainty a fascinating by-way of the 
U S record industry which has not previously been documented. Did Plaza also manu aciure 
other labels for export to other countries beside Australia? It seems unlikely that potential markets 
elsewhere were completely Ignored, Can anyone add to this story?

In reply to your recent letter regarding my comments on your 
statement that "the Australian 20' s Clarite label .. .imported 
Plaza Music Company matiicfciJ . . . fox pressing (ard) issuance on 
Clarite". 

I appreciate that you would want to make quite sure of the exact 
situation before rushing into print with a correction. However, I 
can assure you that as a discographical researcher for over 30 
years I don't make categorical statements wouthout good reason. 
My reasons are as f ollowa : 

1. Clarite records state on the label "Made in America". This is 
not the same as "Recorded in America". 

2. They do not state "Made in Australia" which most Australian 
manufactured discs DO. 

3. They look like Plaza pressings - and I'm very familiar with 
Plaza pressings as large quantities of Banner, Regal, Domino & 
Oriole records were imported into Australia up until late-1927. 

4. There was no Australian pressing plant using Plaza derived 
masters at this time {1925-27) .

"hallmark of the Plaza Music Co. 1 ' . The odd item out - Beeda 
1000 - does not show this marking, but is in every otiner way a 
similar pressing and has the "Plaza look" like all the others. It 
does show a large reversed "P" at about 7 o'clock « in addition 
to the commonly seen "P ,t immediately after the take number.

I rest my case. 

From late 1927 onwards many Plaza masters or "stampers" as you 
suggest WERE imported and pressed locally on a variety of 
Australian labels. However, the Clarity and other associated 
labels of the same period {Bon Marche, Dahlmont 6 Beeda} pre-date 
any use of imported Plaza stampers by anything from several 
months to several years . They are most definitely NOT local
